TORREON (Mex.) May 14.—Gen. 
Francisco Villa, in command of the 
Constitutionalist army now moving 
against Saltillo, refused to express 
himeelf before his departure as to the 
course the Huerta garrison of that city 
is likely to pursue, but he has done 
everything possible to meet any situa- 
tion which may arise. 

His army is amply provisioned for 
thirty days and from al! appearances 
has enough ammunition for the task 
before it. Fach departing troop train 
made its exit from this city with a 
liberal salvo and each man carried 
from 250 to 400 rounds of ammunit- 
tion. It is eald there is also an 
ample supply of artillery ammunition. 

With Saltillo in the hands of the 
Constitutionalista it is thought here 
the Huerta government will have lost 
all claim to control of the greater half 
of Mexico.

Adelafde charged that her mother 
kidnaped her November 12, 1913, 
thrust her forcibly and against her 
will into a taxicab, and unlawfully im- 
prisoned her at the convent on Ar- 
lington street. It has been a hard win- 


convent life. 


The pretty French girl has been the 
central figure of a number of thrill- 
ing episodes, in which she wae pro- 
tected, petted and piloted to liberty 
by a number of rich friends, male 
and female, of whose solicitude Ade- 
laide’s mother expresses the deepest 
suspicion. 

Upon petition of her mother, 
Adelaide was haled into the Juvenile 
Court, whose ward the mother wanted 
the daughter to become. At Juvenile 
Halli Judge Wilbur held a hearing 
and denied the mother’s petition to 
have the girl incarcerated there. Clark 
Carson, a realty operator, befriended 
the girl. So did Mr. and Mrs. George 
H. Royce of No. 5437 Lexington ave- 
nue, who took the girl home in their 


hysterics. That was in April, 1913, 
when Adelaide was yet 19. Carson was 
accused by Mrs. Rene contributing 
to the delinquency of her daughter. 

Mr. and Mre. Albert H. Beach and 
their daughter, Mra. Baril Clark. also 
tnterested .hemselves in the girl's be- 
half, and helped to forestall action in 
the Juvenile Court. When the girl was 
taken into custody by officers she was 
in the employ of Carson. She was 
charged with incorrigibility by her 
mother. 

Last December the girl was in the 
office of Dr. Frank B. Detler in the 
Title Insurance building when her 
mother and her uncle, John Emery, 
found her. They invited her to join 
them, but she refused. Then Mrs. 
Rene called a traffic policeman, who 
helped her place the girl in a taxicab. 
The taxicab drove to the Convent of 
the Good Shepherd, where Mrs. Rene 
turned her daughter over to the of- 
ficers of that institution. 

Messages have been smuggled 
through to the girl's friends on the 
outside, although they did not know 
for weeks where she When no 
other way seemed open liberate 
the gtril, she asks for her release 
upon a writ of habeas corpus.
